The laſt and great Remedy for all thoſe Evils, is- the: calling 
of .a Parliament, for ſecuring the Nation againſt "the: evil 


Practices of thoſe wicked Counſellors ; but this could -not be 
yet compaſſed, nor can it eafily be brought about. For thoſe 
Mev apprehending that a lawfol Parliament being once aſſem- 
bled, they would war haer Fo to an account for all their open 
Violations of Law, and for their Plots and Confpiracies a- 
gainſt the Proteſtant Religion, and the Lives and Liberties of 
the Subjects, they haye endeavoured ynder the- ſpecious- Pre- 
tence- of Liberty of Conſcience, firſt to ſow Diviſions among 
Proteſtants, between thoſe of the Church of Exgland and the 
Diſſenters : :The :Defgn being laid to engage Proteftants 
bepi Oppreddon; ioro-murnal Querelings ; thac © by choſe 
pHh Op anto* Quare!

- For 
they ſee well that if all Proteſtants.could enter into a mutual 
oed- Underſtanding one with another, and concur together, 
in the preſerving of their Religian, it would not be E 
for them to compaſs their wicked Ends. They have alſo re» 
quired all Perſons in the ſeyeral Counties of England, that 
either were in any Imployment, or were in any: conſfitlerable 
Eſteem, to declare before-hand; that they would/.concor itn 
the; Repeal of the Teff and Penal Lev, and'that they would 
give their ' Voices in the Elections 'to-Parliament only for'fuch 
as. would concur in it : Such as would not thus . preingage 
themſelves, were turned out of all Imployments, and others 
who: entred into thoſe Engagements were 'put into their 
places, many of them being Papiſts; And, contrary,-to-the 
Charters and Priviledges of thoſe Buroughs that: have-a Right 
to-ſend Burgeſles to Parliament,;:they have;'ordered furh Re- 
gulations to be made, as-they .thought fit and neceffary, for 
alluring themſetves'of all the.. Members that are to be choſen 
by theft Corporations ; 'and by this -means'they hope to avoid 
that Puniſhment: which they have (deſerved; cho;it ore ney yr 
that all As made by, Poptſh Magiſtrates {are ell.ahd, void of 
themſelves ;+ fy-that no Parliamene can be Jawful, for which 
the Eleftions and Returns: frc. made by Popiſh Sheriffs and 
Mayors of Towns; and therefore, as long as the Srny 
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and Magiſtracy is in ſuch hands, it is impoſſible to have any 
lawful Parliament. . And tho according to the Conſtitution of 
the Eng/zſh Government and immemorial Cuſtom, all Elections 
of Parliament-Men ought ts. be made with an entire Liberty, 
without any ſort of Force, or the requiring the EleQors to 
chuſe ſuch Perſons as ſhall be named to them; and the Perſons 
thns freely eleted, onght to give their Opinions freely upon 
all matters that are brought before them, having the Good of 
the Nation ever before their Eyes, and following in all things 
the Dictates of their Conſciences, yet now the People of 
Enoland cannot expett a Remedy from a free Parliament le- 
eally called and choſen : But they may perhaps ſee one called, 
in which al} Elections will be carried by. Fraud or Force, and 
which' will be compoſed of ſach Perſons, of whom thoſe Evil 
Counſellors hold themſelves well aſſured, in which all things 
will be carried on according to their Direction and Intereſt; 
without any regard to the Good or Happineſs of the Nation. 
Which may appear evidently from this, that the ſame Perſons 
tried the Members of the laſt Parliament, to gain them to con- 
ſent to the Repeal of the Te# and. Penal Long, end procuted 
that Parliament to be diffolved when they found that they 
could not, neither by Promiſes nor Threatnings, prevail with 
the Members to comply with their wicked Deſigns. * |
